Of all tlio diaagrceiiblo tioccsailies thnl nnsL' 
in the oourse of hurami exislenco is piybably 
the (liaruplion of liomcstio lies ; unci of ull 
aiBQ who siifTer most in such au ordcnl is jvio- 
bably the inliabitan* of the British Inlos. 
The slronRost charnoloristic of the KiigliBh- 
man hng boon well said to bo his love of 
privacy ami hid horror of aiijtliing thiil 
briiiika in upon his social relations. His 
'■ houso" is iiuloGil his " odstlfl i" for almosl 
with feudal vigilance does lio fortify himself 
against the outer world and proluet wlmt lie 
considers the most saored of hi,-: possessions 
—his lures (I jicjutlcs. With all this attach- 
inunt, liowuver, to "home" luid ild siirroiimU 
iugs, the time does oouio when some of the 
family connootioDB must submit to dismom- 
bermonl. However deep may be the roots 
of afleotion somo ol them must be tukeu up 
and transplanted olsewhuru. As with the 
sociul life of the individual so with Iho poli- 
tical li(6 of tho nation. Old lies must ■;ive 
way to new ooes. Senlitnont cannot sustain 
life, Bud SO the best feelings of our natuie 
must ocuasionally bo sacriQoed for something 
to satisfy the aeimal appetite. 

Great Britain is at presont in tho condition 
of a father who has too large a family lor 
his means, and who is obliged to allow some 
of tho elder offspring to go into the woil^ 
and eltift for tUomsolyea, Upon Canada 
comes the brunt of tho first departure from 
the parent roof, and on her ot tho present 
crisis all eyes are turned. Before tbe expi- 
ration of the present year wo shall know 
clearly by indicationn wliether her step will 
turn towards the neighboring Itepublic, oi 
whether she will try to maiDtain a quaii le 
latiODsbip with the parent state. The action 
of the United States Governraenl on the He- 
oiprooity Treaty has brought things to » 
much more rapid maturity than ordinary 
events were hurrying them ; for on the ab- 
rogation or continuance of this measure will 
ID all probability the destiny of Canada ond 
her fellow-provinces depond. We have j ru- 
viomly shown that reciprocity ia a lever by 
which the American (iovisnuncnt uro un- 
doubtedly hoping to force tho liritish Norlli 
American possessions into annexation. The 
partial lailure of the Confederation scheme, 
tbe expenses of tbe proposed border fortificai- 
tiong,aDd the depressed coadition of Canadian 
ooramarce and industry are all playing in this 
matter strongly into tho hands of the United 
States. If reciprocity be not oonlinuod, and 
wo ai3 really beginning to have soriona 
doubts on the matter, the blow for tho time 
being to Caoada will be almost irrecover- 
able. The Western States will no doubi 
sufTer simultaneously, but the iniury will be 
nothing like that which will bo inflicted North 
It is in this critical state off aQ'aira that the 
long agitated question of annexation may 
force itself fuvorobly on the notice of the 
Canadian people. At a time when naiioual 
Bontiment will be at its weakest as it always 
is in moments of dopresgion, when property 
shall have reached its lowest ebb, and ta.xa 
tion its heaviest burden, tho sirou son;; of 
•■ equal commeroiol rights" will bo heard 
Whether tho North American provinoes will 
prove tbamaolves strong enough to resist the 
tempter remains to be seen. Tbe inducement 
ao far as they are concerned is somewhat 
strong. "Let XovaSeoiiu" says the Hon. .1 . 
Howe, '' throw herself behind the Morrill 
tariff to-morrow, and shut oat the manufac- 
tures of Llngland, thoro would bo cotton mills 
upon her magnifiaeot water powers in less 
than two yoBTB, and the whole coosumptioo of 
thirty millions of people lor her manufactured 
as well ad lor her raw products, would be 
opoo to her at ouee. Iler fishermen would 
immediately share tho national bounties 
which are given by the Kepublic to foster u 
oational marine. Tbe coasting trade and the 
fireo navigation of the rivers of the United 
Stales would be open to our voFjela ; we couM 
coast from Maine to Califumia. Kvery gnb 
ernatorial chair, every department, every di- 
. plomatie offloe, on either ooniioent would be 
open to us." What is heto said of Nova Sco- 
tia may be in many instances applied in even 
more glowing terms to Oanadn. The great 
commercial expansion, the stimulus to all 
kind.d of indudtries, and tho whole scopij of 
political life which anneALatiou would at once 
confer upon the Canadian people, would be 
temptations almost irrosistiblo at a time when 
tho conijiarativo frne t/ade whicli rnii^'ul 
along tho United -Slated biinler was about lu 
bo destroyed IJigi-d no ihnib: liy ducli eou- 
aiderations ad these wo pee a iki insifjiiilieaiit 
portion of tho Canadian press thu advocated 
of tho doolriue of annexation, and on this 
ground they quote from soma ol the Knglish 
newspapers — the Ejcamiuer and Iho .Eloho- 
tnist, to tho ellecl that " tho abandonnieiil of 
the liritish American colonios and their an- 
nexation to the United States" would be llie 
best policy — oithor Imperial or colonial. 
We oanuol, as wo have previously shown, 
look on- unmoved al the events prognant on 
tho other side of tho Rocky Mountains ; for 
tho national destiny of Canada i.s bound ul- 
timately to be our own. On tho |ialriol:sni 
and eell'-pucrilicn, Iherelore.ol our trananion., 
tane fellow-ooloniflts wo are dsponding this 
moment for anyihing like a poroiauent con 
tinualion of British oonnexion. Their test 
will bo tho disruption or maintonunoo ol 
those ties which tho Jtritish family have 80 
long kept intact. Thu ordeal tlieroforo will 
bo the trying one of tentiiiionl against dol^ 
lura and oouts. If thu North American col- 
onics come out of tho fiirnuco unaoathed, and 
as British as whoa Ihoy faeed the (eat, they 
will show qualities that aro ai rare as iliey 
are deairnbia In either ualioii or Indlviduul.
